More Volunteers Needed 
For Defense Services 



Can you serve as an Auxiliary Fireman, a Nurse's Aid or a 
volunteer with the Air Craft Warning Service? Have you a 
station wagon? Can you type or do secretarial work? Have 
you had any experience leading children's groups? Are you 
experienced in First Aid? 

Despite the whole-hearted turnout of citizens for defense 
work in Lower Merion Township there are still many fields open 
for cooperation according to an announcement made Wednes- 
day from Council of Defense Headquarters at the Township 
Building. These services in particular have yet to complete thetr 
quotas and offer many interesting possibilities to volunteer 
workers. 

According to Fire Marshal Frank J. Pollack, there are now 
about 105 men in training with the Auxiliary Firemen, but at least 
200 in all are needed to round out the quota to the satisfaction 
of the Fire Department, particularly for the Ardmore and Glad- 
wyne districts. 

The Auxiliary forces are to be furnished with special uni- 
forms now on order by the Township Commission. These will 
include coveralls, rubberized gloves and firemen combat helmets. 

Training undergraduates of State schools held in the Town- 
ship is being offered evenings at the various fire houses and the 
men are being drilled in fire-fighting and the use of the excellent 
equipment now on hand at headquarters and on order for use in 
defense measures. 

Women particularly are needed for the Air Craft Warning 
Service in the Philadelphia area. They will be called upon for 
four hours service every other day and for nothing more. Work 
includes not only the spotting of enemy planes, but the charting 
of all aircraft manoeuvers in the area. 

Trained women are also in demand for the Nurses Aid work 
to relieve hospital attendants with their widely increased duties. 

According to Major Samuel W. Searhart, Superintendent 
©* Poliae, the Emergency S+a+ion Wagon Corps has ^member- 
ship of about 70 members now with an ultimate aim of 100. 
Insignias adopted by the Police Department and approved by the 
American Red Cross have been issued to 46 station wagons 
under the direction of Sergeant J. Joseph Mawhinney at Police 
Headquarters. 

Registration for service with these groups and for other 
volunteer duties with other organizations and at headquarters 
may be made at the Council of Defense offices from 9 to 5 on 
weekdays and from 9 to 3 on Saturdays.

The Fifty Million Dollar Ameri- 
can Red Cross Drive will open in

13. Philadelphia's share of the 
quota is two and one half millions, 
a great portion of this is to be 
shared by the Main Line area.

Edward W. Shober, War Fund Of-^ 
iices for Mam Line Branch No. 1 
have been set up in the Raymond 
P. Scott, Dodge and Plymouth Com- 
pany Building, 213 E. Lancaster av., 
Ardmore. 

A War Fund Rally opening the 
Main Line's participation in the 
drive will be held in the Lower 
Merion Senior High School Audi- 
torium February 10 at 8 p. m. 

It will be the purpose of the 
rally to bring a first hand account 
of the needs of our nation to the 
people of the Main Line. 

Admission will be free. 

Already two very Interesting 
speakers have signified their will- 
ingness to support this program. 
They are John D. M. Hamilton, for- 
mer National Chairman of the Re- 
publican Party and recently a new 
resident of the Main Line, and An- 
gelo Monzo. wounded Pearl Harbor 
veteran, who will tell his experi- 
ences at Pearl Harbor when the 
Japanese struck the blow that 
brought this nation into the war. 
Monzo was. serving as a sailor in 
the United States Navy. He re- 
cently returned to his home in 
Philadelphia on leave because of 
the wound he received in the fight- 
ing at our Pacific naval base.

WINS WARM APPROVAL OF CRITIC 



The fiftieth production of the 
Narberth Players on January 30th 
and 31st at Elm Hall in Narberth 
was "Ladies In Retirement" by 
Edward Percy and Reginald Den- 
ham. As their silver effort it de- 
served a gold star. 

An unusually fine set Won the 
approval of the audience at the 
rise of the curtain, but more than 
that, it created the proper atmo- 
sphere for a play that depends so 
much upon the intangible im- 
pressions demanded for .i thor- 
ough appreciation of the story. 
The costumes complemented the 
scene. 

In a drama of this sort the 
temptation is strong to give parti- 
cular approval to the character 
parts of the two Creed sisters 
( witness the response to "Mr. 
Deeds Goes To Town") . No de- 
traction of their merit results from 
the fact that this play is one in 
which the total effect is of first 
consideration. With the exception 
at a weak, theatrical ending (the 
fault of the authors and not of the 
actors* *'Ladies In Retirement" is 
good drama. The seven members 
of the cast worked well and 
smoothly together to secure this 
total effect. 

(Aside: The Narberth Players 
must, however, give a little more 
attention to dramatic climaxes of 
story and scene. That means stage 
crew as well as actors and di- 
rectors. The audience did not al- 
ways feel the impact of a final 
speech or moment. May we also 
add a suggestion to the actors that 
they distinguish between theatrical 
and dramatic?)

Blackout Was 
Well Organized 

Lower Merion Showed 
Good Coordination 
In War-Time Test 

Lower Merion Township scored 
nearly 100 per cent in its partici- 
pation in the first blackout in the 
history of this section, Tuesday 
night. 

From the highest point in the 
township, the top of the Times 
Building, Ardmore, Mrs. J. Weir 
Sargent, deputy Air Raid Warden, 
reported but one light visible, ap- 
parently on Montgomery av., far 
to the west, perhaps not even in 
Lower Merion. 

In cars, stores, homes, signs, 
lights went off like magic on the 
dot of 10.29 and a half. Only one 
blaze of light remained another 
30 seconds — the trolley station in 
Ardmore, whose lights are control- 
led by a central switch in Llanerch. 
At 10.30 all was dark. 

At the Bryn Mawr Hospital, ev- 
erything worked in perfect order. 
No lights showed, the Red Cross 
station wagon corps and members 
of the motor corps were on hand 
to cope with potential emergencies, 
as they were at strategic points all 
over the township; all nurses and 
internes were on the alert. No em- 
ergencies were reported during the 
15-minute test. 

Although all its outside lights 
were turned off, the Autocar Com- 
pany did not black out its plant, 
because, as a Defense plant, it is 
under orders not to interrupt pro- 
duction for a practice blackout. 

Police, auxiliary police, and mem- 
bers of all branches of the Civilian 
Defense Organization, were at their 
posts throughout the township. 

Only one casualty was reported- 
theft of tires from the car of Mrs. 
Margaret Driscoll, Wynnewood 
Park Apartments, Wynnewood.

972 Active in Air 
Warden Service 

Chief Warden Harral 
Reports Organiza- 
tion in Good Order 

Nine hundred and seventy-two 
members are now on active duty 
with !v Air Raid Warden Service 
of Lower Merion Township and 
splrndid cooperation in all branches 
*s being, rendered according to a 
report of the Service submitted 
Tuesday nignt at a meeting of the 
Lower Merion Township Council of 
Dciense by H. D. Harral, Chief A:r 
Raid Warden. 

Prior to December 7. 1941, Mr. 
Harral painted out. the staff con- 
sisted ol chief warden, a deputy 
wa rd en and a wai den 's adviser . 
Spurred by the impetus of the dec- 
laration of war, the organization 
has increased steadily so that it 
now numbers five members of chief 
and staff, 16 headquarters wardens 
and 951 sector and post wardens. 

Instruction except for First Aid 
is approximately 90 per cent com- 
plete, he reported. Two hundred 
and forty-three persons have com- 
pleted First Aid instruction or have 
been placed in standard Red Crass 
20-hour classes. Wardens' manuals 
have been delivered to each warden 
and pertinent information has been 
passed on to wardens through or- 
y.tn.zation channels. 

Cm-erase obtained in the distribu- 
tion or a sheet of Air Raid In- 
structions for Lower Merion citizens 
prepared by the Warden Service 
and another on Blackout Regula- 
tions is believed to be practically 
100 per cent complete. A statement 
on the control of inrendiary bombs 
in households is in the course of 
preparation, he added. 

The census of Lower Merlon's 
people on a post and sector basis 
Including the number in each 
household, the very young children, 
the invalid or infirm aged and the 
specially trained people, is about 
75 per cent complete. 

Sector headquarters have been 
located but are not equipped and 
ready for use. Every effort will be 
made to have them prepared within 
a week 6r two. Until then sectors 
will operate from the Sector War- 
dens' homes. 

The Headquarters Wardens are a 
group of specially picked men. 
trained to operate the central 
warning and report center at the 
Township Building. They will 
spread the air raid alarms to the 
Rectors and be prepared to receive 
reports of air raid incidents and to 
pass them on to the heads of the 
various services. They will main- 
tain operations and resources maps 
nt headquarters so that the overall 
picture at any moment during an 
attack may be clear to the heads 
of all services. 

Lower Merion is part of Zone 
No. 1 of Montgomery County. This 
zone comprises Lower Merion 
Town ship and Na rberth Borough . 
Lower Merlon's Chief Warden has 
been appointed Zone Warden. As 
such, he is in touch with Mont* 
pomery County's Chier Warden and 
Narberth's Chief Warden. Rela- 
tions with both have been cordial,

Contagious Disease 

All Cases Must Be 
Reported, Even Tho 
Quarantining Not 
Required 

To clear up any confusion con- 
cerning the regulations in Lower 
Merion Towship for the reporting 
of communicable diseases. th n Low- 
er Merion Boa vd of Health t h i ^ 
week issued to all physicians a 
copy of Ordinance No. 7(>3. which 
was passed last month by the 
Board of Health and by the Town- 
ship Commissioners. 

This ordinance is in addition to 
the rules and regulations adopted 
by the State Advisory Health Board 
for the Control of Communicable 
Diseases, July 1, 1941. 

Special attention is called to the 
fact that physicians, householders, 
nurses and teachers must report all 
communicable diseases, whether or 
not placarding and quarantining is 
required and that t he^e report s 
must be made immedial elv to the 
Board of Health of Lower Merion 
Township, in writ in? on forms pro- 
vided bv the Board. 

It was announced that persons 
suffering from the following dis- 
eases shall be restricted in their 
own premises for the periods 
named: 

Measles. 10 days from onset of 
illness: German mcaMe<-\ seven 
days from onset; whooping mueli. 
four weeks from onset; chiekenpoN. 
until all erusts have disappeared; 
mumps, until swelling can no loncer 
be felt.
